The dominant images in this publication are the depictions of a 
naked young woman disrobing in a bathroom. It is considered that the format of this 
publication impedes easy access to the images. As such, the publication exploits the 
nudity of young persons to a limited extent and degree. 

The extent, degree and manner of the presentation of nudity raised in this publication 
does not render its availability likely to be injurious to the public good as outlined in the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 and consequently no restriction 
is placed on the publication. The freedom of expression contained in the New Zealand 
Bill of rights Act 1990 is not limited by this classification. 
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
